Sharper Loan Policy 


Regarding this year's policy en gov- 


ernment loans, T. Roy Reid cf Little 
Rock, director of State Extension Ser- 
vice, has said that he knows of no 
way for the fruit growers who were 
frozen out this month to obtain money 
with which to cultivate and spray 
their trees. 


"However," he said, "growers who 


believe they will pcdouce a crop this 
year may make application in the reg- 
ular manner and the coun'y boards 
will investigate and1, if in their opin- 
ion the loan will be protected, a max- 
imum cf $-5 per acre will be advanc- 
ed for fertilizer and spraying and 
dusting material. 


"There was more liberality in the 


loaning last year than will likely be 
possible this year. The drouth-strick- 
en farmers had the sympathy of the 
people of .the nation, and mere liberal 
loans were made because of this. The 
leaning this year will be characterized 
by strict business needs without any 
liberalizing above the amount which 
it is felt that the farmer can pay 
back in full to the goverrimcn'. 


"The loaning office will this year 


maintain a small field force to check 
on loans to investigate loans request- 
ed by those who obtained loans las', 
year and have not repaid these in full 
either with money or with cotlon set 
up as collateral for the loan.

Banker Criticizes 


FederalTax Bill 


Sales Levies Discriminate 
Against Southern Manu- 


facturers, Kahn Says 


LITTLE ROCK—The manufacturers' 


sales tax provision of the new revenue 
bill under consideration in Washing- 
ton by the-House was criticized Tues- 
day by Alfred G. Kahn, president of 
the Union Trust Company, who de- 
clared that the 
proposed sales tax 


places the SptUhern. manufacturer .of 
t'ood products at a disadvantage in 
'competing with Northern' manufac- 
turers. 


"The proposed sales tax exempts 


such products as flour, meal products, 
cheese, canned milk, butter and olco," 
Mr. Kahn said. "AH these products 
are strictly Northern food products. 
The proposed tax, however, does not 
exempt cottonseed oil, shortening and 
cooking oils, making them subject to 
taxation. 


"In normal .times, the value of cot- 


tonseed oil products produced annuaU 
ly in the South is in excess of $100,- 
000,000," Mr. Kahn said. "To discrim- 
inate against such an industry would 
prove a serious blow to Southern 
manufacturers.

stands, it doscriminatcs against cotton- 
seed oil manufacturers in . favor of 
their chief competitors."

Field Inspection 
of Potatoes Urged 


Only Satisfactory Method 


in Which Plants Can 


Be Certified 


LITTLE HOCK—(JP)—Field inspec- 


tion is necessary bsfore seed sweet 
potatoes can be certified, Pain H. 
Millar, chief inspector of the State 
Plant Board, saiclj? 


Requests that an inspector be sent 


to examine and certify sweet potatoes 
in storage mutt be refused, Mr. Miller 
said, because "before they can be cer- 
tified, potatoes must have successfully 
passed two field inspections the prev- 
ious summer." 


A warning was issued against mis- 


leading advertisements whteh state 
the seed potatoes are "state Inspected" 
or "inspected in the field" without 
saying whether they are certified. 


Mr. Millar said several advertise- 


ments of this sort had been noted re- 
cently, in which the grower failed to 
mention that the inspector had re- 
jected the potatoes. 


He advised growers wishing to buy 


certified sweet potatoes to write the 
board for a list of growers holding 
certficates, and then, as an added pre- 
caution, to see that the delivered po- 


tatoes have an official tag attachec 
to each container.

Mr. Pilgreen said1 he was returning 


to Malvcrn with $2,250 in gold and 
was nearing the Missouri Pacific depot 
when he saw a freight train coming 
into Malvern. Believing it would be 
safer to be on the side of the track 
nearest the depot, he ran across 1h2 
tracks and had reached the mail.crane 
for northbound trains, when the train 
reached him. He either fell against 
the train or was struck. In the fall 
.his right hand was caught in the 
train. Two fingers were so badly 
mangled that amputation was neces- 
sary.

Mr. Pilgreen, after regaining cpn- 


sciousness about 2 in the morning, 
crawled to the home of Sam Nelson, 
negro, on East First street and asked 
that an ambulance be called. Nelson's 
wife picked up the money sack, which 
was from the First National bank, 
Malvcrn, and was supposed to have 
contained the gold, and turned it over 
to Malvern officers. 


Filgrccn said he had used a mineral 


rod several days ago and located the* 
money, and returned there Wednesday 
night. Digging a five-foot hole, he 
found the gold and counted it. The 
gold was in 55, 510 and' $20 pieces. He 
put them in a bag he had secured 
from the First National bank several 
days ago. Pilgreen told Marshal Da- 
vis he saw no one in the yards of 
the depot as he crossed the tracks, but 
the money had disappeared when he 
regained consciousness.
